A “most confidential paper, left by ‘Sir Jobn 
Pakington when he quitted office, presents us with 
the above statistics. As long as the British Navy 
maintains the pre-eminence of these islands, so long 
will the name of Sir J. Pakington be remembered as 
the restorer of its power. Day after day we read of 
rotten gunboats, of unsound timber used in the con- 
struction of war ships, or of mortar vessels which 
fall to pieces at a blow of a sledge. 
Allthese rotten ships were built by Whig contractors 
under a Whig Cabinet, and with Whig superinten- 
dence. It is little wonder that that party shoul 
forfeit character and independence in order to gain 
the disposal of thirteen millions of patronage. They 
have the power of enriching some of their friends by 
lucrative contracts, and of enriching others by em- 
ploying them to exercise superintendence which is 
never exercised. Mr. Disraeli wassneered at because 
he used the word “ reconstruction” to designate his 
attempts to revive our navy. But it is now found 
that we still have to “reconstruct’’ it, for every gun- 
boat and mortar vessel, except those which Sir J. 
Pakington built, is found to be incurably rotten, 
and is sentenced to be broken up without once baving 
gone to sea. 

“Neither tower nor ship is of any value without 
“men within them.” So said Sophocles, in the 
hearing of the maritime people of Athens, 2,000 
years since. And Sir J. Pakington did not rest 
satisfied merely with building hulls; he strove to 
find brave men to fillthem. But even men depend 
upon their officers, and Sir J. Pakington, running 


right to call on inthe hdur of need, found that the 
majority of our naval commanders were septua- 
genarians.

On both 
are the names of 3,700 officers, and of this number 


100 admirals, 39 are between the ages of 70 and 87, 
while of the whole number but 14 are employed ! 
(ut of 358 “ active” captains, 31 are above 60, and 
180 have never gone to sea in their present rank. 
Out of 507 “ active” commanders, 56 are above 60, 
and 290 have never served afloat as commanders, 
There are 120 lieutenants above the age of 60. They 
had few friends, we suppose, and could not command 
a convenient vote upon a “clever resolution,” and 
300 lieutenants “have become unfit for employment 
“from causes which may be traced to absence of em- 
“ ployment.” Well might this paper of Sir J. Paking- 
ton be marked “ most confidential.” Did anyone 
ever read of such a distribution of services, or such 
an absolute waste of public money as this?

debte;” and he refers to other items which will not 
again appear. But Mr. Wilson withholds detailed 
estimates of income and expenditure, en the plea that 
he objects to “ prospective budgets,” though he calcu- 
lates in hisown mind on the results of prospective taxes. 
„It is characteristic,” says Sir Charles, “of the manner 
in which these three tremendous taxes are proposed to 
be applied to all the various peoples, nations, and 
languages composing the British empire in India, that 
there are confessed to be “absolutely no data on whieh 
any reliable calculation can be of their result. 
Mr. Wilson, therefore, is experimenting in the dark on 
the passions, feelings, and prejudices of peoples with 
whose social character he is utterly ignorant. 

In some former remarks we offered on this introduc- 
tion of a property and income-tax into India, we ex- 
pressed our conviction that, while paid by Europeans, 
it would be resisted by the natives, and probably pro- 
voke another civil war. We pointed out that there was 
no unity of race, religion, or sent: ment among its 
wholly diverse peoples. This new and odiously inquisi- 
torial tax is avowedly to be levied to defray the cost of 
the n ut ny: and al «ady the natives gay, Coenfine your 
tax to those districts which hoisted the flag of rebellion, 
hut do not, in common honesty, extend it to those who 
sided Government in ite suppression.” And as Sir 
Charles Trerelyan remarks—* Will not the people cf 
Madura and Malabar think it hard that they should 
suffer for the offences of the people of Oude and 
Rohileund ?” The Bengal army revolted, the armics 
of Bombay and Madras remained faithful to the British 
banner. Ie not this a complete ground of 
distinction, and does it not furnish an irresie- 
tible argument against the universality of the 
tax confessedly imposed for a special purpose, that 

urpose being to defray the cost of the mutiny? Mr. 
Maltby, a member ef the Madras Government, em- 
phatically condemne Mr. Wileon’s vulgar expedient. 
“Ie would not,” he says. “reconcile the people of 
Southern Indie to distasteful taxation of a novel nature 
to be told that it fell upon them in vonsequence of their 
being under the same Government as Northern India, 
from which are in language and race entirely die 
tinct." Mr. Maltby expresses his conviction that sn 
income-tax will inspire a veritable terrorism, not merely 
on account of ite novelty, but from the fear that it 
would be coustantly raised in the rate when their means 
of paying had once been ascertained. Mr. Morehead 
another member of the Madras Government, acquiescing 
entirely in the views of Sir Charles Trevelyan and Mr. 
Maltby, declares that a “sullen dissatisfaction already 
exists wherever Mr. Wilson's scheme of taxation has 
been understood by the ple.” In reference to the 
Presidency of Madras, Mr. Morehead decidedly says, 
“it can only end in failure, and I leok upon it as 
hopeless.” 

The remedial measure on which Sir Charles depends 
is the diminution of expenditure throagh the reduction 
of our native army, which has proved not only a 
heavy burden most onerous to our finances, but a just 
object of dread. From the people themeelves we have 
nothing to fear, if we treat them with common justice 
His policy, therefore, is to establish an efficient civil 
police, and to limit the native troops to the number 
indispensably required as auxiliaries to our European 
force, upon which, with proper management, we 
can entirely rely. It is to observed that of 
late years there had been a general rise of prices 
and of wages; the pay of the soldier is now in- 
sufficient, and he can gain more asa labourer. This 
fact was recently proved when permission was given 
to the Sepoys to take their discharge in order to effect 
a reduction of 300 men per regiment ; so many availed 
themselves of the offer as to excite surprise. No diff- 
culty, therefore, would attend a large disbandment. I. 
must aleo be borne in mind that the necessity for 
maintaining a large native army no longer exists in 
the same force as in former times. In the 
days of Lord Amberst and Lord William 
Bentinck the native independent princes had 
formidable troops under arme at Gwalior, in Oude, 
and in the Punjaub, and we were compelled to keep up 
armaments on a commensurate scale to guard against 
contingencies. But those circumstances are entirely 
changed. We have not now to guard against invasion ; 
danger can only come from ourselves, as in copntenan- 
cing plans of taxation such as Mr. Wilson has recom- 
mended. Sir Charles Trevelyan is now seeking to 
introduce an eminently pacific policy, which we shal! 
take an early opportunity of commenting upon in 
detail, but his most judicious a, the result of patient

of the state of imprisonment in which | now am, 
solemnly renounce now and for ever the rights of which 
] .ave just spoken, protesting that the sacrifice which 
I "ave made on the altar of the country is the result of 
tie conviction produced by my last check that any 
efforts that may be made in my favour must always 
produce civil war, and that 1 desire to avoid at any 
sacrifice. In consequence I pledge my word of honour 
never more to consent that my flag shall be raised in 


Spain, or any other territory of the Spanish monarchy, 
end I declare that if, unlmppily, any person whosoever 


should be found in future to invoke my name for such 
te — 1 shall hold that person tu bé the enemy of my 


mour aud reputation. 1 declare, at the same time, 


that as soon as I shall be ín the full enjoyment of my 
liberty, I will renew this declaration, to the end that 
the spontaneity with which Í make it may never at any 
ti e be doubted. May the welfare and felicity of my 
country be the result of this sacrifice.

COURT OF APPRAL IN CHANCERY—Yesrenvay. 
(Before the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Justice of 


A J.) 
Radcliffe v. Orme; ao v. Fetherstone II. 

At the sitting of the court the Lord Chancellor delivered 
judgment in this case. fis lordship said the facts had been 
so fully laid before the court that it was not now necessary 
to refer in detail to the pleadings. The suit was one in which 
Mrs. Elizabeth Orme sought to have herself relieved from two 
deeds, and from a decree of the court which gave 
validity to these instruments. She complaimed that 
by these deeds priority was given to certain mortgages now 
vested in the respondent over her jointure, for £500 a year; 
and that by a decree in the Court of Chancery, in the cause 
of Radcliffe v. Orme, a declaration was made that she was, in 
point of fact, entitled to that priority, She alto complained 
that these instruments were obtained under circumstances 
which, according to the equitable ‘doctrines of the court, 
gave her title to the relief she sought; that they were ob- 
tained by a gentleman who was at the time, and had been 
for many years, her confidential family advmer; that they 
were obtained without the intervention of any independent 
professional advieer on ber part, and without having 
that protection which she should have, even if she 
knew of the fact that the gentleman who was pro- 
feasing to act for the borrower was himself the 
lender of the money. She alleged farther that she had 


now discovered that, in point of fact, the relation of borrower 
and lender which she supposed existed between ber son 


William Henry Orme, and Dr. Radclitle’s trustees, never had 
an existence at all; thatthe borrower, indeed, waa her son, 
but that the lender was ber own confidential solicitor, 


Godfrey Fetherstone. She complained that she was induced, 


by the confidence she reposed in him, to conceive that all 
was right and proper, She alleged that in the second trana- 
action Mr. Fetherstene was again the real lender of the 
money that he concesled that fact from her and her family, 
and that she was induced, confiding in him as her solicitor. to 
exeonte the second deed, She further complained that in 
the suit nominally ingtituted by Dr. Radcliffe, to raise the 
amonnt of the charges on the estate, but really by Mr. Fe. 
therstone for bis owa benefit, a decree was taken by which 
the court was made te declare that these charges had ity 
over her jointare that this decree was, if not fraud , an 
unusual and improper to have maile in a suit for 
a mere decree to an account. The position of the parties at 
the inception of the transaction was the first thing te be 
considered. Mrs. Elizabeth Orme was the widow of Mr. 
Thomas Orme, who died in 1826, leaving his widow and five 
children, ber son William teing the eldest child. 
There were also four daughters, all of whom 
were minors at the death of their father. Under the will of 
their grandfather, William Orme, Thomas Orme, her husband, 
had been tenant for life, with remainder to his son in tail, and 
Thomas Orme was empowered to appoint a jointure of £500 
to any lady whom he might marry, and £5,000 for younger 
children of that marriage; and he (the grandfather) charged 
his debts and legacies upon bis real estates. I pon the death 
of Mr, Urme, Mrs. Orme presented a petition ander the 
alviceof Mr, Fit'vr tone, to have the children made wards 
of court, and from that moment down to the last - 
ing taken in relation to this suit, Mr. Fetherstone 
emtinue her solicitor.
